Abstract

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Claims 1-24 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-37 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,717,671. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because all the claimed limitations in this application are 
disclosed over claims 1-37 of Patent No. 6,717,671 except for a glass substrate. 
However, the claimed glass substrate would have been known. It would have been 
obvious to use the system of Patent '671 to measure the characteristic of a glass 
substrate. 

Claims 1-24 would be allowable if Applicant file in a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome 
the double patenting rejection above. 
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Prior arts of record do not disclose a method for measuring a phase difference 
between first and second reflected polarized light components. The method comprises: 
separating from a reflected light signal a first mixed reflected polarized light signal 
component having a first phase and a second mixed reflected polarized light signal 
component having a different phase, wherein said first mixed reflected polarized light 
signal component and said second mixed reflected polarized light signal component 
comprise both P-polarized and S-polarized light relative to the plane of incidence of said 
reflected light signal; determining a difference in phase between said first and second 
mixed reflected polarized light signal components which structurally arranged and 
functionally operated as claimed in claims 1,14.
